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Congress Feels Reaction Against Its Attack 
on Army and Navy

HE Naval Appropriation bill, which 

was to have been passed by the 

House the latter part of last week, 

has been laid over until next week. 
This resulted in the postponement of the 
ecnsideration of the Services pay bill for 
at least two weeks. It required two weeks 
to dispose of the Army Appropriation bill 
in the House, and even a more desperate 
fight is in prospect over the naval appro- 
priations. The pay bill is behind the Naval 
Appropriation bill on the program of the 
House and will not be taken up until the 
Navy bill is passed. 

On the surface, this would appear to be 
a discouraging development. The con- 
trary is true, however, as this is an indi- 
cation of the retirement of the enemy to a 
“previously prepared position,” 

The action of the House in its drastic 
cuts of the Army, National Guard and 
other provisions of the appropriation bill 
has thoroughly aroused the country. Not 
onlx has there been almost a unanimous 
protest from the press, but the magazines 
are preparing to take up the general sub- 
ject of preparedness. Aside from_this, 
Congressmen are beginning to hear “from 
their constituents through persona) letters. 
They are being given to understand that 
there is such a thing as going too far in 
economy in the matter of national defense. 


Naval Bill May Benefit 


The protests came after the Army bill 
was passed, but are now coming before 
the Naval Appropriation bill is taken up. 
The reaction from the Army bill is greatly 
improving the position of the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill before Congress. The ac- 
tion of the House on the Army Appropria- 
tion bill served as a notice to the country 
of what was in store for the naval appro- 
priations. The result has been a profound 
surprise to Majority Leader Mondell and 
the members who control the House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. The control of 
the House by the Appropriations Commit- 
tee is now threatened. 

As an indication of the revolt which is 
rising against the policy of the Appropria- 
tions Committee the action of the Naval 
Affairs Committee on April 4 can be cited. 
Chairman Butler called his committee in 
session and placed before it an omnibus 
bill containing not only provisions for the 


scrapping of ships under the treaty, but 
his personnel bill which had been previ- 
ously reported from the committee. Rep- 
resentative Darrow made a motion, after 
considerable discussion, instructing the 
chairman to report out the entire omnibus 
bill. Representative Swing of California 
proposed an amendment for the striking 
out of the entire bill with the exception 
of the provisions which -referred to the 
scrapping program. 

Of the members present, eight voted aye 
on Mr. Swing’s amendment and six nay. 
Mr. Butler held a proxy of Representative 
Hicks of New York and voted it in favor 
of reporting out the bill. Those who sup- 
ported Mr. Swing’s motion, aside from 
himself, were Messrs. McArthur, McPher- 
son, Kline, Burdick, Andrews, Padgett 
and Drane. Those that voted against the 
Swing amendment were Messrs. Butler, 
Darrow, Stephens, Patterson, Kraus, Mc- 
Clintic and Hicks by proxy. 


Vote Was Important 


The importance of this vote is that Mr. 
Butler intended to go before the Rules 
Committee and ask for a rule by which 
the omnibus bill could be attached to the 
appropriation bill. Now the leaders of 
the House admit that no such rule can be 
obtained. Pressure is being brought upon 
the members of the Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee to take up the bill again at a full meet- 
ing and reconsider its action. It is stated 
that since the committee has taken this 
action all of the Republicans have been 
called into the office of Mr. Mondell with 
a view to impressing upon them the im- 
portance of supporting Mr. Butler. The 
members of the committee who voted with 
Mr. Swing have explained that their ac- 
tion was not due to any unfriendliness to 
Mr. Butler. He is extremely popular with 
both sides of the committee and it is with 
regret that his program was voted down. 
However, it was insisted that the senti- 
ment for the maintenance of the “Treaty 
Navy” is growing so strong that the vote 
indicates that the Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee will no longer support a policy for the 
drastic cuts that have been proposed by 
Mr. Butler. 

Another thing which is giving the Ap- 
propriations Committee and “little Army 
and Navy” members serious concern is the 
attitude of President Harding. The Pres- 
ident, it is stated, has become impatient 
with the manner in which the recommep- 
dations of Secretary Weeks and Secretary 
Denby are being ignored by the Republi- 


ean leaders. In the beginning, the Presi- 
dent was disposed to accept a compromise 
in both the Army and Navy budgets. He 
has attempted to act as a pacifier and has 
urged Mr. Mondell and Mr. Madden to 
keep within the bounds of reason in their 
demands for reductions in the Army and 
Navy appropriations. It is understood 
the President thinks these offers have not 
been accepted in the spirit that they have 
been made, 


President Wants Larger Forces 


The President, losing patience with the 
Republican leaders in the House, it is now 
stated, is insisting upon Army and Navy 
budgets just as they have’ been sent to 
Congress by the Secretary of War and the 
Secretary of the Navy. ‘The President 
now wants at least 13,000 officers and 156,- 
000 enlisted men for the Army, and the 
present corps of officers and 96,000 en- 
listed men for the Navy. It is stated that 
the President believes that the recent man- 
ifestations of sentiment indicate that the 
country will support him in this position. 

Although in the beginning the President 
believed that the recommendations of the 
departments should be followed, it was 
represented to him by Mr. Mondell, Mr. 
Madden and other members of the Appro- 
priations Committee that there was a pop- 
ular demand for drastic cuts, and he was 
inclined to yield in a measure to this ad- 
vice. Now the indications are that the 
eountry is supporting the position of Sec- 
retary Weeks, Secretary Denby and the 
other military and naval advisérs. Under 
these conditions the President is con- 
vinced that he should urge the adoption 
of the programs recommended by the heads 
of the War and Navy Departments. 

As has been stated in these columns, 
President Harding has indicated that he 
would veto the Army and Navy appropria- 
tions if they did not come to him in a sat- 
isfactory form. Now there is an impres- 
sion that the President will disapprove 
these measures if they do not approximate- 
ly come up to the recommendations of 
Secretary Weeks and Secretary Denby. 


Bucking Public Sentiment 


With these conditions confronting them, 
it ig not surprising that the Republican 
leaders have postponed ‘the consideration 
of the Naval Appropriation bill. They 
are hoping that the storm will pass over 
and that the public will lose interest in 
the national defense questions. They ad- 


mit that public sentiment is new running 
against them, but they are hoping for a 
turn in the tide. The situation is serious 
from the point of view of those who wo’

2%, 1916, contains a provision which re- 
quires that officers of the line in the 
grades of captain, commander, and lieu- 
tenant commander be retired from active 
service if not promoted to the next higher 
grade by the time they shall have reached 
the ages of fifty-six, fifty and forty-five 
years, respectively. Such provision of 
law, together with the compulsory retire- 
ment of rear admirals at the age of sixty- 
four years, would, in the event that fur- 
ther promotions are stopped, leave the line 
with no rear admirals on Jan. 1, 1934, 
with no captains or lieutenant command- 
érs on Jan. 1, 1987. and with no com- 
meanders on Jan. 1, 1938. 

As a consequence, during the next fif- 
teen years, the present total number of 
officers above the grade of lieutenant 


(1,110) would be removed from the active 
iist and the Government would be re- 
quired to appropriate large sums of money 
each year for the pay of officers on the re- 
tired list without any return of services. 
The fallacy of this proposal to stop pro- 
motions in the apparent interests of econo- 
my is. too self-evident, therefore, to re- 
quire further argument.

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Realizing the danger confronting the 
Army and Navy in Congress, the Chicago 
Association of Commerce has taken action 
to preserve the national defense and has 
issued a strong statement on the matter 
that has been sent to President Harding, 
the Senators and Representatives from 
Illinois, the Secretaries of War and Navy 
and to more than 100 Chambers of of Com- 
merce in the Mississippi Valley. 

Each Chamber of Commerce has madeé 
proper arrangements for calling the state- 
ment to the attention of the Senators and 
Representatives from its state. The Mid- 
dle West is up in arms over the program 
to destroy the national defense and is tak- 
ing forceful steps to let its representatives 
at Washington know it. 

Following is the statement issued by the 
Army and Navy Committee of the Chicago 
Associati of Commerce, which has the 
backing of the entire Middle West: 


A STATEMENT BY THE ARMY AND NAVY 


COMMITTEE OF THE CHICAGO 
ASSOCIATION OF COMMERCE. 


Against the earnest recommendations of 


the Secretary of War and the Chief of 
Staff, General Pershing, the Appropria- 
tions Committee of the House of Represen- 
tatives hag reported appropriations for the 
military and non-military activities of the 
War Department for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1923, which, if enacted, will re- 
duce the Regular Army to 11,000 officers 
and 115,000 enlisted men—a force utterly 
inadequate for the proper protection of the 
continental United States, let alone the 
Canal Zone, Hawaii, the Philippine Islands 
and our other foreign possessions. 

The estimates prepared for the Presi- 
dent by the Director of the Budget provide 
for a Regular Army of 13,000 officers and 
150,000 enlisted men: the minimum below 
which it would be folly to go, in the opin- 
ion of the Secretary of War and the Gen- 
eral Staff. 

Not only does the pending bill (H.R. 
10871) thus cripple the Regular establish- 
ment, but similar cuts have been made in 
the appropriations for the National Guard 
and the training of the Organized Réserve. 

Furthermore, by the wholly indefensible 
and vicious practice of attaching legisla- 
tive riders to appropriation bills, an at- 
tempt is made in this bill to reorganize the 
Army in a way that will reduce its effec- 
tiveness beyond what is considered safe by 
the War Department. 


General Harbord is Quoted. 


The seriousness of this situation is clear- 
ly demonstrated by the following quota- 
tions from a statement by Major Gen. J. 
G. Harbord, Deputy Chief of Staff: 

“We all believe here that the Army can- 
rot safely go below 150,000 men and the 
statutory strength of 13,000 officers. 

“The cut in the Militia Bureau takes 
practically $9,000,000 from the estimates 
for the National Guard, our estimates be- 
ing $30,065,000, and their amount recom- 
mended to be $21,130,200. The cut on the 
training of Reserve officers, civilian mili- 
tary training camps, etc., will make it pos- 
sible for us to train less than 1,000 Re- 
serve officers, where we had hoped to train 
between 10,000 and 20,000 this year. This 
cut in the Organized Reserve and the one 
in the National Guard are especially inde- 
fensible. 

“In the provision of the bill regarding 
the National Guard they have directed that 
the Secretary of War shall not only trans- 
fer surplus but war reserve stocks in the 
Army for equipment to the National Guard. 
This eats directly into our war reserves 
and provides no means of replacement. It 
is absolutely contrary to the interests of 
our country. 

“There are numbers of small provisions 
which are far-reaching in their scope and 
the effects of which have evidently not 
been understood or considered by the com- 
mittee. It is a bad, loosely-drawn bill, 
which seems to have little other basis than 
political expediency.” 

These cuts go far beyond the very con- 
servative estimates submitted by the Direc- 
tor of the Budget, which provided for, as 
already stated, an Army of 13,000 officers 
and 150,000 men. We are convinced that 
the best interests of the country demand 
that Congress should accept that as the 
irreducible minimum. . 


The Nava] Situation. 


The situation concerning the Navy is 
similarly fraught with danger. If the 
Navy personnel bill (H.R. 11002), report- 
ed to the House on March 22, becomes law 
in its present form, its effect will be to re- 
duce the Navy to a point where it would 
be inferior to the naval power of Japan as 
established by the treaty limiting naval 
armament. 

The Secretary of the Navy has stated 
that our naval establishment should not be 
less than 93,000 enlisted personnel. This 
is the absolute minimum under the naval 
treaty. 

Not alone content with hampering the 
Navy by reducing the authorized strength 
of the enlisted personnel to 86,000, the 
Naval Reserve is to all practical purposes 
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eliminated. No funds are provided for the 
annual training cruises of Naval Reserv- 
ists. Even Reserve officers, willing to serve 
with the fleet without compensation, would 
be required to pay their own expense to 
ports of embarkation. 

It is admitted that the United States 
was the only nation powerful enough at 
the close of the World War to bring about 
the Conference on Limitation of Arma- 
ment. Further conferences will undoubt- 
edly be necessary, but a weak United 
States could never stage another one. 


Duties of the Navy. 


It is difficult to understand the mind of 
Congress in its effort to bring the United 
States Navy below the ratio of “5-5-3.” 
Just what that means is clearly shown by 
the following from a confidential communi- 
cation by one of our highest ranking naval 


officers : 

“MERCHANT MARINE. We intend 
to compete seriously for commercial ad- 
vantages. It is a historical fact that such 
competition cannot be successful without 
an adequate Navy. Restrictive measures 
will be put in effect by competing nations 
which will prevent our merchant marine 
(which, according to the President’s mes- 
sage, is vital to our prosperity) from suc- 
ceeding in the mission of carrying out our 
national policy, unless we have an ade- 
quate Navy. 

“ECONOMY. Even should anyone dis- 
pute the fact that an adequate Navy is an 
essential to a merchant marine, there has 
been much misinformation given out about 
the burden of taxation caused by our 
Navy. Most of the taxation in the United 
States is local, the whole Federal tax be- 
ing about $40 per capita, the Navy tax be- 
ing about $4. The Secretary offers to re- 
duce the per capita tax about $1. 

“Our navy has certain policies to de- 
fend, namely: The Monroe Doctrine, the 
Open Door. 

“In addition the following duties: The 
defense of the Philippines; to protect the 
interests of our merchant marine and the 
interests of the United States in foreign 
countries. ¢ 

“NAVAL DUTIES IN TIME OF 
PEACE. These duties are not generally 
known. Much of the Navy money is now 
spent in such places as the Virgin Islands 
and Guam; on leper colonies in the Phil- 
ippines; in patroling Chinese rivers; help- 
ing American commerce and protecting 
American lives; in  patroling Central 
American countries, preventing revolu- 
tions; in patroling the Mediterranean, the 
Black Sea and the Baltic; protecting 
American commercial interests; in scien- 
tific research, waters, Bureau of Fisheries ; 
in surveying harbors and coastal waters; 
in cruising to the corners of the globe in 
order that products of our farms and fac- 
tories may be safely delivered to any mar- 
ket; in maintaining a Hydrographic Office 
which issues charts, sailing directions and 
daily notices. to mariners regarding dan- 
gers; in maintaining a Naval Observatory, 
which daily sends out Greenwich mean 
time, necessary for accurate navigation, 
and in yearly publishing a nautical alma- 
nac, also necessary for navigation; main- 
taining radio compass stations which has 
prevented many vessels running aground 
in a fog, and in maintaining a chain of 
radio communications. 

“It must not be forgotten that our influ- 
ence and the due consideration of our 
rights is measuured by other countries ac- 
cording to our physical power and our 
national spirit to redress wrongs. Foreign 
nations are as fully aware as we of the 
conditions of our naval force both as re- 
gard its strength in material and its effi- 
ciency and sufficiency in personnel and the 
greatest weight is placed on its éfficiency 
and sufficiency in personnel.” 


Prompt Action Necessary. 


Prompt action is necessary. It is sug- 
gested, if you agree with our position,that 
you telegraph your Senators and Repre- 
sentatives, protesting against these inde- 
fensible reductions in the military and 
nava! strength of the United States. 

It is further suggested that copies of 
your telegrams be sent to the President, 
the Secretary of War and the Secretary 
of the Navy, that they may be informed 
that the Middle West is firmly supporting 
them in their fight for that minimum mili- 
tary and naval establishment which «can 
most effectively protect American inter- 
ests at home and abroad. 





Following is a copy of the telegram 
sent by the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce to Illinois Senators and Represen- 
tatives: 
“Cuicaco, March 31, 1922. 

“Army Appropriation bill passed by 
House March 29 limiting Army to 115,000 
men and 11,000 officers in our judgment 
does not provide force sufficient for main- 
taining peace at home and in our foreign 
possessions. In face of continued world 
unrest we are convinced our Regular Army 
showld be not less than 150.000 men and 
13,000 officers, with proper provision for 
training of National Guard and Organized 
Reserves. We also believe that Navy per- 
sonnel bill (H.R. 11002) is indefensible 





in reducing enlisted personnel below mini- 


training of Naval Reserve; also those 
other features of Navy bill calculated to 
lower efficiency and morale. We urge adop- 
tion of the President’s policy for adequate 
military and naval protection.

BOSTON EDITOR SPEAKS AGAINST 
RETURN TO YOKE OF PACIFISM. 


One of the best friends the Army and 
Navy have in the newspaper field is J. T. 
Williams, chief editorial writer of the Bos- 
ton Transcript. Speaking before the Bos- 
ton University College of Secretarial Sci- 
ence recently, he said: 

“If we permit our country to go back 
under the yoke of pacifism under which we 
labored before the war, Japan, Great 
Britain and Italy will know that the dis- 
armament conference was only a_ huge 
camouflage. 

“If we permit Congress to reduce the 
effectiveness of the eighteen ships left to 
us by the treaty by not having men enough 
to man them, the other nations will think 
the United States was either too cowardly 
or too selfish to defend itself and intended 
to disarm anyway. The nations are wait- 
ing to see whether or not we were talking 
through our hats.” ‘e 


DETROIT CHAPTER, M.0.W.W., 
STATES POSITION ON DEFENSE. 


Members of Detroit Chapter, Military 
Order of the World War, numbering some 
600 ex-officers of the late war, have fol- 
lowed with keen interest the progress of 
legislation affecting the development and 
maintenance of our military and naval es- 
tablishments. As a result, the following 
declaration has been issued by the chapter : 

“Hitherto our interest has been sup- 
ported by firm confidence that Congress 
would avoid the great mistakes made by 
their predecessors following every war in 
which our country has been engaged, and 
make reasonable provision for military 
and naval establishments of sufficient 
strength and efficiency, not cnly to be able 
to maintain order during times of peace, 
but to permit a course of training each 
year for the commissioned and non-com- 
missioned personnel of our reserve forces 
in the Army and Navy, so that they in 
turn may be properly prepared, in case of 
necessity (and not a member of Congress 
would dare to stake his name and reputa- 
tion that necessity will not come), to in- 
telligently train the millions of men who 
might be called to the colors, so that our 
past history, made possible only through 
unpreparedness (which only a few short 
months ago was the stock taunt of men of 
all political parties), may never be re- 
written of this or future generations. 

“We fully realize the needless loss of 
life, money and material in the World 
War which was due wholly to unprepared- 
ness, and to no other cause, notwithstand- 
ing explanations and excuses to the con- 
trary. 

“We have abiding faith and confidence 
in the commanding officers of the Army 
and Navy, and believe they are fully quali- 
fied to judge of the necessity and advice 


as to methods and expenses of providing 


a conapetent and necessary force for both 
land and sea. 

“We are opposed to all legislation that 
savors of politics, pure and simple, and 
particularly so where the lives and prop- 
erty of our countrymen are vadeonmanily 
placed in jeopardy. The votes of those 
termed as “peace at any price citizens” 
should not outweigh in importance the 
lives and property of our loyal citizens. 
Therefore it is, 

“Resolved to petition the Congressmen 
and Senators from Michigan to do all in 
their power to cause legislation to be en- 
acted during this term of Congress, that 
will fully provide for the military and na- 
val program as outlined by the War and 
Navy Departments, without alteration or 
modification whatsoever, and it is 

“Further resolved that a copy of the 
teregoing declaration and these resolutions 
be sent to the House and Senate Com- 
mittees on Military Affairs, and to the 
House and Senate Committees on Ap- 
propriations, also to each Congressman 
and Senator from Michigan.

RETIREMENT RECOMMENDATIONS 
FOR ENLISTED MEN TURNED DOWN. 


The War Department has disapproved 
recommendations made recently that en- 
listed men of the Army be given retire- 
ment privileges like those of the Navy, 
For an enlisted man of the Army 
to be placed on the retired list he must 
serve thirty full years. This inequality 
relative to the retirement laws of the two 
Services is claimed by many to be unjust 
to the Army. While nothing definite is 
known as to the reasons why the recom- 
mendation was disapproved by the depart- 
ment, it is stated that the authorities were 
of the opinion that a man should serve 
longer than sixteen. or twenty years be-

Ist and 3d Divisions 


Although the final disposition of the 1st 
and 3d Divisions has not yet been decided, 
in all probability they will not_remain at 
their present stations. ‘The quarters of 
the Ist Division at Camp Dix and those 
of the 3d Division at Camp Lewis are rap- 
idly becoming a source of danger to the 


health of the troops, it is stated. With. 
out a large expenditure of money for im- 
proving the buildings at both camps it is 


believed the divisions will not be ieft at 
these posts another winter. 

As has been previously stated in these 
columns, the order for the transfer of the 
Ist Division from Camp Dix to Camp 
Meade has been canceled. The objections 
to the buildings at Camp Dix obtain to a 


great extent to those at Camp Meade. 
During the summer the 1st Division will 
be largely employed in connection with 


the National Guard, the Citizens’ 'lTrain- 
ing Camps and othér activities. After 
that the units will be distributed among 
the posts with permanent buildings in the 
2d Corps Area and around New York city, 
The vacant Coast Artillery posts will be 
used as far as possible for the units of 
the division. 

It has been suggested that the head. 
quarters of the Ist Division should be 
maintained at Fort Hamilton, and that of 
the 3d Division at the Presidio, San Fran- 
cisco. The 3d Division units will be dis- 
tributed among the Coast Artillery forts 
and other posts with good buildings, under 
the present plan. It is understood that a 
survey of the Pacific coast forts is being 
meade with the view to ascertaining what 
quarters will be available. 

It is being urged that even with the dis- 
tvtibution of the two divisions the tactical 
organizations should be maintained, and 
that annual mobilizations and training in 
divisional formations should be conducted. 
This could be done only by maintaining 
headquarters organizations and other nee- 
essary parts of complete divisions. Un- 
less some policy like this is maintained 
the Regular Army will then have only one 
division in the United States, the 2d, 
which is stationed on the Mexican border. 


LIEUT. COL. PAUL W. BECK, U.S.A., 
KILLED BY OKLAHOMA JUDGE. 

Lieut. Col. Paul W. Beck, Air Ser., U. 
8.A., on duty at Post Field, Fort Sill, 
Okla.. was shot and killed early on the 
morning of April 4 at Oklahoma City by 
Jean TP. Day, a wealthy oil operator and 
former State Supreme Court Justice. 

The shooting of Colonel Beck, who was 
a close friend of the Days, took place in 
the Day home following a theater and 
house party. 

The only living witnesses to the tragedy, 
so. far as known, are Mr. and Mrs. Day, 
Mr. Day was placed in arrest after the 
shooting and was later released under 
$5.000 bail. 

The coroner’s jury was to convene to 
take action on the case on April 8, when 
it is expected some official facts about the 
shooting may be made known. 

Mr. Day, it is reported, left his house 
about 2 a.m. to take home friends who had 
attended his house party, Colonel Beck, 
who had been invited to stay all night, re- 
maining in the house with Mrs. Day. 

Mr. Day is reported as saying that 
when he returned home about 2:30 a.m. 
he saw his wife sitting on a settee with the 
Colonel, and that he saw the latter grapple 
with Mrs. Day. who, it. was stated. vigor- 
ously resisted. The shooting of the Colonel 
followed. Day said he hit the Colonel on 
the head with his pistol, which was acci- 
dentally exploded. 

Mrs. Day is quoted as declaring that 
Colonel Beck attempted undue familiarities 
wth her. 

Colonel Beck was born in Texas, Dec. 
1, 1876, and entered the Regular Army as 
a second lieutenant, 5th Infantry, Sept. 1, 

9. He served subsequently in the Sig- 
nal Corps and in the 18th, 17th, 15th, dist 
and 12th regiments of Infantry. He was 
assigned to the Air Service Aug. 9, 1920. 
and at the time of his death was stationed 
at Post Field, Fort Sill. 

Colonel Beck, who during the World 
War served as a temporary colonel of In- 
fantry, is survived by his mother, who 
lived with him at Fort Sill, and by a son, 
Lieut. Paul W. Beck, jr., Ord. Dept., U.S. 
A., stationed at Worcester, Mass. The 
wife of Colonel] Beck died at Atlantic City, 
N.J., early in 1921. 


TWO ARMY OFFICERS KILLED 
IN AIRPLANE CRASH. 


Major Johu W. Simons. jr.. and 1st 
Lieut. Gerald H. Fitzpatrick, Air Ser.. U. 
S.A... were both killed near South Hous- 
ton. Texas. when the machine each was 
piloting collided and fell to the ground in 
flames.

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Naval Bill to Come Up 
in House on April 10 


Owing to the parliamentary situation in 
the House and the absence from Wash- 
ington of Chairman Kelley of the Navy 
Department sub-committee of the House 
Committee on Appropriations, the Naval 
Appropriation bill will not come up in the 
[louse until April 10. The bill probably 
will be submitted to the whole committee 
on April 8 if Mr. Kelley returns from 
Michigan by that time. 

Mr. Kelley, supported by Majority 
leader Mondell, is standing pat on an 
enlisted strength of 65,000 and other re- 
ductions which have been previously men- 
tioned in the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL. 
Hlis bill, as stated in the last issue of this 
paper, provides for no reduction in the 
commissioned strength. With the present 
commissioned strength, Mr. Kelley insists 
that the ‘““Treaty Navy’ can be manned 
with an enlisted personnel of 65.000. He 
is confident that he can convince the 
House that his position on the enlisted 
strength of the Navy is correct. 

In the meantime the opposition to Mr. 
Kelley’s program is preparing for a con- 
test on the. floor of the House. The ‘oppo- 
sition has the support of President Hard- 
ing, who, during the past week, has been 
calling the Republican leaders to the 
White House. Representatives McArthur 
of Oregon and Rogers of Massachusetts 
have already prepared amendments to the 
Naval Appropriation bill to be submitted 
when it comes up for consideration. The 
McAtthur amendment provides for 86,000 
men and the Rogers amendment for 96,000 
men. The Rogers amendment will proba- 
bly come up first. It carries out the rec- 
ommendations of the Secretary of the 
Navy. The McArthur amendment is re- 
garded as a compromise, and in some quar- 
ters it is believed it will be adopted. al- 
though Mr. Mondell and Chairman Mad- 
den of the Appropriations Committee have 
announced their intention of supporting 
the bill as advocated by Mr. Kelley for 
65.000. 

During the week efforts were being made 
to induce the Republican leaders to accept 
the McArthur amendment. This provides 
for the enlisted strength that was fixed 
by the House Committee on Naval Affairs 
and will receive the support of that com- 
mittee. It is stated that the President 
would accept the McArthur amendment, 
although he prefers the Rogers amend- 
ment, which is in accordance with the ree- 
ommendations of the Navy Department. 


WEEKS AND DENBY WARN 
AGAINST RADICAL PROPAGANDA. 

Secretary Weeks antl Secretary Denby 
have issued statements calling attention 
to the fact that radicals are leading the 
fight against the Army and Navy. Fol- 
lowing the statement of Secretary Denby 
on April 5, Secretary Weeks gave out the 
following on April 6: 

“The War Department has been cogni- 
zant of the fact that the communist pro- 
gram has stressed the desirability of breed- 
ing disloyalty among the personnel of the 
Army and Navy and citizens at large. 

“It is not intended to assert that all op- 
position to the military establishment is 
occasioned by such influence, but undoubt- 
edly many loyal Americans have lent their 
support to movements which were inspired 
by radical organizers. 

“No special precautions have been taken 
against such agitation, as the training of 
the Army has always been conducted with 
a view to teaching loyalty, love of country 
and a spirit of sacrifice, and such teach- 
Ing since the war-has been especially em- 
phasized, 

“Schedules for training of both Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps and Citizens’ Mil- 
itary Training Camps include provisions 
for teaching Americanism. 

“It is believed that the value of military 
training in this respect is equivalent to a 
large part of the appropriation now made 
for national defense.” 

Secretary Denby’s statement warned 
against the activities of disloyal persons 
Who were spreading propaganda in the 
Navy. He said: 

“My attention has been called to the 
faet that there is sinister propaganda by 
Societies having their origin in foreign 
Ccuntriés to undermine the morale of the 
Navy and to insinuate into its personnel 
Clements of disloyalty and disorder. 

_ I have the most profound confidence in 
the loyalty and devotion to their country 
°f commissioned and enlisted men of the 
United States naval forces. I have no 
fear that men in any considerable number 
hay at any time, anywhere, be seduced 
from their allegiance to their country’s 
ag. It is not, therefore, through any 
thought or suggestion that the United 
quates Navy is in the slightest danger 
tom this propaganda that I issue this 
warning. 
4 I fear only that some few may be in- 
sted, innocently at first, when on shore, 
th Join societies having for their purpose 
© advancement of ideas contrary to our 
tm of government or which may result 
'N lawlessness. There are, of course, in a 
Personnel as large as that of the Navy, 
Scme discontented men, and in the hearts 









of discontented men false doctrines find 
ready acceptance. 

“I am trying by this warning to save a 
few individuals who might otherwise af- 
tiliate themselves with societies teaching 
these things which cannot be tolerated in 
an organization sworn to uphold the Con- 
stitution of the United States and to obey 
a!l lawful orders. Should there be any 
such men in the Navy to-day, it is almost 
certain that if they do not disentangle 
themselves from affiliation with such or- 
ganizations they will ultimately be de- 
tected. 

“I am trying to lessen the number of 
prisoners in naval prisons. I could not 
hope to show leniency, however, to any 
man who, in combination or alone, in vio- 
lation of his oath; committed acts of dis- 
loyalty to his country. 

“Because I have been one of you I 
know that all men have their periods of 
urhappiness—of imagined ill-treatment, 
homesickness and discontent. Such peri- 
ods come to civilians as well as to men in 
the naval service. They are a part of 
life. We must not let them lead us into 
such folly as desertion or resistance to 
lawful authority: nor particularly into re- 
volt by word or deed against a form of 
government that has proved in the main a 
government of liberty and justice. 

“The world is full of false thought to- 
day. I would save that service of which 
our country is so proud, and of which I 
happen to be at the moment the head, 
from the hurtful influence of improper 
theories of government, or false dreams of 
a better state to be created by anarchy 
ond violence. I would go tar to save any 
ene man from the consequences of his 
misdeeds, whether such consequences take 
the form of physical punishment or only 
of the deep remorse which must ever fol- 
low him through life. So I appeal to the 
officers and men of the Service to be ever 
alert in guarding themselves ashore and 
afloat from the preaching of Sovietism, 
communism and anarchy.” 


CHARACTER OF THE 
NAVAL OMNIBUS BILL. 
Three bills are included in the naval om- 
nibus bill as it is now pending before the 
House Committee on Neval Affairs. They 
are H.R. 10909, introduced by Representa- 
tive Hicks, to authorize the President to 
cancel or modify certain contracts for hat- 
tleships and battle cruisers; H.R. 9953, to 


amend the Naval Appropriation bill of 
June 30, 1919; H.R. 11002, a bill to in- 
crease the efficiency of naval personnel. 
The latter is popularly known as the But- 
ler personnel bill, while H.R. 9953 relates 
to retirement pay and status of retired 
officers of the Navy who were called to ac- 
tive duty. 

As stated in another column, by the 
adoption of the Swing amendment, all the 
provisions of the omnibus bill, with the 
exception of the Hicks scrapping bill (H. 
R. 10909), were eliminated by the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs. Chairman 
Butler, however, has taken the position 
that while the committee amended the bill 
it adjourned without directing him to re- 
port out the bill in its amended form. Un- 
less Chairman Butler changes his views on 
the subject, it will be necessary to hold 
another meeting of the committee, at 
which the entire matter will be brought up 
again and an effort will be made to secure 
a favorable report on the entire omnibus 
bill. The text of the bill as it is now 
pending in the committee follows: 

That the President of the United States is 
hereby authorized and empowered to discon- 
tinue the construction of and to cancel and 
modify any contract entered into for and on 
behalf of the United States for the construction 
of seven first-class battleships and six battle 
cruisers authorized in the act ap- 
proved Aug. 29, 1916, and for machinery, ma- 
terial, equipment, armor, armament and ord- 
nance equipment thereof: Provided, That when- 
ever any such contract is canceled or modified 
just compensation therefor shall be made in the 
manner and upon the basis provided in the act 
of July 1, 1918, . out of any funds 
hereafter to be appropriated for that purpose. 

Sec. 2. That of the battle cruisers authorized 
in the act . approved Aug. 29, 1916, 
the President is hereby authorized to undertake 
conversion of the two battle cruisers now build- 
ing which in his judgment are furthest advanced 
in construction, or will be the most economical 
to convert into airplane carriers, within limits 
of cost heretofore authorized for said battle 
cruisers; and the President is hereby further 
authorized to utilize any such funds and ma- 
terials that may be on hand or under contract 
at this time for the construction of battle 
cruisers heretofore authorized. 


SENATE TO TAKE UP 
ARMY NOMINATIONS. 


The Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs will shortly hold a meeting at which 
Chairman Wadsworth will endeavor to se- 
cure an agreement on policy for handling 
the large list of Army nominations now 
pending before the Senate. 

Secretary Weeks is understood to have 
tuken the position that to carry out the 
spirit of the law the nominations should 
be confirmed without regard to any pos- 
sible future reduction in the number of 
commissioned officers. The same view is 
held by members of the committee, but un- 
til there is a show down in the committee 
it is impossible to predict just what will 
be the action of the committee. 

The question of the status of Philippine 
Scout officers as the result of the recent 
opinion of the Attorney General will be 
taken up by the committee, and it is pos- 
sible that there may be legislation re- 
pcrted by the committee upon the subject. 
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ADJUTANT GENERAL’S OFFICE 
REORGANIZED BY COL. DAVIS. 


With the assumption of the duties of 
Acting Adjutant General of the Army dur- 
ing the leave of absence of Major Gen. P. 
C. Harris, Col. R. C. Davis has under- 
taken a reorganization of the office. This 
has been made necessary primarily by the 
reduction in the number of officers and 
clerks which will be effective by June 1. 
Aside from this, it is understood that Col- 
onel Davis is of the opinion that econo- 
mies can be effected by moving more of 
the force of The Adjutant Generals’s of- 
fice into the State, War and Navy build- 
ing. 

In a general way, the current business 
of the Army will be conducted in the State, 
War and Navy building.

MAP REPRODUCTION EXPLAINED 
AT MEETING OF ENGINEERS. 


The Washington Post of the Society of 
American Military Engineers on March 
29 gave a program on map reproduction. 
The Engineer reproduction plant, in charge 
of Major Wallace W. Kirby, C.E., U.8.A., 
was in full operation during the entire 
evening, and the details of map making 
were gone into. 

Major Kirby explained in detail how 
the maps were made, not only at the plant, 
but in France, where he was the head of 
the largest map reproduction plant dur- 
ing hostilities. He clearly described how 
the maps are built up in general colors and 
traced each process through. 

There were approximately 300 guests, 
among whom were the most prominent en- 
gineers of the District and of nearby 
towns. 

The evening’s program was opened by 
a brief address by Col. John Stewart, 
president of the post, which was followed 
by a talk by Major Gen. Lansing H. 
Beach, Chief of Engineers. 

In the course of his talk Major Kirby 
laid great stress on the importance of maps 
as implements of warfare and estimated 
that the Allies made use of 50,000,000 
maps and that the Central Powers made 
25,000,000 during the recent war.

Weekly Review of 
Fighting Going On 

While Spanish operations in the Beni 
Said region, Morocco, described in these 
columns last week are apparently continu- 
ing with some degree of success, the situa- 
tion in the region farther west along the 
coast in the vicinity of Alhucemas pre- 
sents a less favorable aspect. In the lat- 
ter part of last month Moorish forces bom- 
barded the city and the Bay of Alhucemas, 
sinking a Spanish vessel in the harbor. 
They also took under fire the Spanish fort 
on the island of Gomera in Alhucemas 
say. Spanish war vessels countered by 
bombarding the entire Moroccan coast in 
the vicinity of the city. 

The Spanish communique of March 30, 
describing operations in the Beni Said re- 
gion, creates some doubt as to the measure 
of success attained in this area. After de- 
seribing a successful advance resulting in 
the capture of the Moorish positions, the 
communique states: “After garrisoning 


the positions we retired to our base un- 
der weak enemy fire.” 
Wireless advices from Larache, in west- 


ern Morocco, report that Moorish forces 
have attacked a French column in the 
Moulouya valley in French Morocco. As 
the Moulouya valley lies on the boundary 
between Spanish and French Morocco, 
close to the region south of Melilla, where 
the Moorish uprising of the past year took 
place, the reported clash would indicate 
that the insurrectiqgnayy movement’ is 
spreading into the French zone. It is cer- 
tain that the French troops in Morocco, 
numbering some 85,000 men, are confront- 
ed with the necessity of carrying out a 
serious task of pacification before the sta- 
bility of the French régime can be con- 
sidered assured. 


Soviet Russia. 


Trotzky continues his efforts to propa- 
gate the impression that Soviet Russia is 
nhout to become the objective of an attack 
by Western capitalism. Returning from 
an inspection of the southwestern front, 
where reports of doubtful reliability de- 
clare that General Wrangel and other 
“white” leaders are concentrating forces, 
be states that “if the Soviets are to be at- 
tacked by the whole European bourgeoisie, 
perhaps the Soviets will reintroduce a war 
of communism which would be more mer- 
ciless than during the civil war in Russia.” 

Wrangel’s army is distributed in con- 
tingents serving in Serbia, Rumania, Con- 
stantinople and Vladivostok, and it is very 
doubtful that any move toward concen- 
trating it has been made. ‘Trotzky’s pro- 
nouncements are to be regarded as a state- 
ment made for the purpose of internal 
propaganda as well as for effect on the 
Genoa Conference. 


The Far East. 


The turnover of Shantung by the Japa- 
nese to China appears to afford material 
for considerable complications. The ques- 
tion is involved as to what Chinese troops 
the turnover is to be made. Chang-Tso- 
lin, Tuchun of Manchuria, is reported to 
have 70,000 men ready to take the field 
against Wu-Pei-Fu and to have dispatched 
advance detachments to take over the ter- 
ritory. Wu-Pei-Fu’s attitude cppears to 
be uncertain. Some reports indicate that 
troops loyal to him now in Shantung will 
oppose Chang-T'so-lin. Forces of the Sun 
Yat Sen government, which will operate 
in conjunction with those of Chang-Tso- 
lin. are reported as arriving in southern 
Hunan. These troops may have the effect 
of holding Wu-Pei-Fu’s forces to their po- 
sition on the Yangste and thus prevent 
their operating against Chang-Tsso-lin. 

Reports relative to military activity in 
Siberia come from Japanese sources and 
have a manifestly propagandist tendency 
with the design of creating the impression 
that the advance of the Chita forces is im- 
perilling the lives and property of Japa- 
nese residents and Russian whites. Accord- 
ing to these reports the Chita forces have 
advanced with armored cars within four 
miles of Spasskoe, exchanging shots with 
the Japanese outposts, who withdrew with- 
out endeavoring to hold the ground. It is 
also reported that the Japanese garrisons 
in the vicinity of Habarovsk have been or- 
dered to withdraw. In view of the un- 
easiness of the Japanese residents and the 
Russian whites the Japanese command has 
issued a communique stating that the with- 
drawals from the advanced positions were 
not forced by the Chita troops, but were 
in pursuance of a policy to avoid hostili- 
ties as long as possible, in the hope of 
reaching an amicable. understanding. 


Japan Getting Ready. 


The reports create the impression of be- 
ing a move on the part of the Japanese to 
prepare world opinion for eventual mili- 
tary action against the Chita forces and 
to justify the continuance of Japanese oc- 
cupation of the maritime province. 

Since the above was written, a Vladi- 
vostok dispatch, doubtless of Japanese in- 
spiration, has been received to the effect 
that a force of 800 Reds has attacked the 
Japanese near Spasskoe, following a de- 
mand by the latter for their disarmament. 
Eighty casualties in the Chita forces re- 
sulted from the encounter. The Chita 
troops later attacked in force, supported 
by field guns, and heavy fighting was in 
progress along the Ussuri railroad.

NEW AERONAUTICAL ASSOCIATION IN 
7TH CORPS AREA. 


The eight-state air conference closed on 
March 29 at Sioux City, Iowa, after ef- 
fecting the organization of the Commer- 
cial Aeronautical Association of the 7th 
Corps Area, adopting a constitution pre- 
sented by C. R. Miles, of Davenport, act- 
ing chairman of the committee appointed 
te draft it, and electing officers. 

Delegates present represented a dozen 
of the principal cities in the corps area— 
the eight states districted together so that 
the association, on joining the Aeronauti- 
cal Society of America, may parallel in 
its organization that of the Army, whose 
aerial reserve will come from the ranks of 
commercial aviation. 


The Resolutions. 


The conference declared itself before 
adjourning by adopting the following reso- 
lutions: 

Whereas, it is important in the inter- 
ets of national defense, and in order that 
America, first to apply the principle of 
flight in heavier-than-air. machines, may 
keep pace with other countries in the de- 
velopment of aerial transport, be it by the 
Seventh District Commercial Air Confer- 
ence. 

Resolved, that we urge upon Congress 
the early passage of the Wadsworth-Hicks 
bill, organizing a bureau of aviation un- 
der the Department of Commerce; that 
we especially urge liberal support of the 
Air Service and the Aerial Mail Service, 
and that the program of the Army and 
Air Mail Service for aerial routes and 
lending fields and of the Navy for suitable 
air harbors, be made possible by proper 
authority and ample appropriations. 

Resolved, that we heartily approve the 
measures being taken to concentrate the 
activities of the national aeronautical so- 
cieties under the title of the Aeronautical 
Association of the United States of 
America, and that this district send a 
strong delegation to the meeting at De- 
treit in September when that organiza- 
tion will be effected. 

We look with pride upon the fact that 
the enterprise and initiative of our fliers 
in 1921 left America in possession of the 
altitude, endurance and speed records. 

We note with concern that other na- 
ticns, by subsidizing commercial air trans- 
portation companies, and liberal appro- 
priations for their air services, threaten 
te outdistance us in the development of 
air transport. 

We regret the reduction in the person- 
nel of the Air Service and the mistaken 
economical policy that is restricting its 
activities. And finally, be it 

Resolved, that the states and cities in 
the 7th Corps Area be urged to establish 
landing fields, to co-operate fully with the 
yarious air services and to encourage com- 
mercial aviation in all possible ways, that 
America may take the place that belongs 
te it in the use of the air lanes for travel 
and commerce, and in building up the 
aerial forces that soon will be indispen- 
sable to the peaceful pursuits of the world 
and imperative for national defense. 

Resolved, that delegates from this dis- 
trict to the meet of the Aeronautical As- 
sociation of America at Detroit be au- 
tiorized to use their earnest efforts to se- 
cure the location of the Pulitzer race of 
1923 at St. Louis. 

Resolved, that the Seventh _ District 
Commercial Air Conference appreciates 
the presence with us of Admiral F. 
Fullam, Gen. L. Kenly, and of A. 

Dunphy, Division Superintendent of 
Air Mail, and acknowledges the enter- 
brise and vision of the citizens of Sioux 
City who called the conference and have 
80 well entertained it.

JOINT TRAINING OF COAST ARTILLERY 
AND AIR SERVICE. 


The War Department is taking action 
to insure co-ordination of the Coast Ar- 
tilery and the Air Service in coast de- 
fense, under the basic principles of war- 
fare and training recently laid down. The 
chiefs of the two combatant arms con- 
cerned have been instructed to consider to- 
Sther the question of joint training, with 
i view to carrying out experiments in 
int training and tests of matériel dur- 
ing the coming summer. 

he war with Germany furnished such 
an exhaustive test of the powers of mo- 
bile troops that the doctrines of training 

Tf such troops were firmly established. 








This inevitably means a tremendous change in many 


Coast defense, however, was not so exten- 
sively tested, and many questions of the 
best methods and matériel to be used were 
not solved in battle. 

Since the war various experiments, such 
as the bombing of warships, have indi- 
cated the increasing power of aircraft in 
coast defense. It is with a view to de- 
velopihg the potentialities of this new 
arm, as well as to insure properly co- 
ordinated training, that the War Depart- 
ment is taking action. 

It is expected these tests will include: 

Anti-aircraft target practice against air 
targets to determine the vertical range at 
which bombing planes could operate with- 
cut being subjected to effective fire. 

Bombing practice against coast defense 
installations to determine the effect of air- 
craft bombs on such a target. 

Combined target. practice at extreme 
coast artillery ranges to determine the 
relative efficiency of bombing planes and 
large caliber coast artillery guns in opera- 
tion. against an enemy fleet.

PHILIPPINE BASEBALL LEAGUE. 


Two teams from the Coast Defenses of 
Manila and Subic Bays—the Fort Mills 
ond the 43d Infantry teams—are en- 
tered in the Philippine Baseball League. 
The Fort Mills team, after having played 
twenty games, is second in the standing 
of the league, being led only by the 9th 
Cxvalry by the narrow margin of one and 
one-half games. The 43d Infantry team, 
consisting entirely of Filipino soldiers, is 
one of the best native teams in the islands, 
and is tied for third place in the league 
with Meralco, a civilian team.

REDUCING COMMISSIONED PERSONNEL. 


To tHe Epiror: 

The Director of the Budget, both as an 
individual and as an official functionary, 
is positive and incontrovertible evidence of 
the fact that only the soundest business 
methods can be used either in the opera- 
tion of the Government or of any depart- 
ment thereof. 

Inasmuch as it has been concluded that 
the commissioned personnel of the Army is 
to be curtailed, why not effect this reduc- 
tion along the lines which sound business 
sense would indicate to be not only the 
most logical but also the most fair method? 

If the proposition of retrenchment of 
employees were put up to the executive 
head of any successful commercial enter- 
prise in the United States he would un- 
doubtedly state substantially as follows: 
“First of all, get rid of all the deadheads, 
then if it is necessary to reduce still fur- 
ther, discharge the proportionate number 
from each grade in direct ratio to the 
brevity of their service with us.” 

Look over the methods used by any or 
by all large or small corporations when- 
ever economy has forced a retrenchment. 
What do you find? That the last man to 
make up his mind to work for that corpor- 
ation is the frst man to go—after the in- 
efficient have been eliminated. 

This method is the only method that will 
be “fool-proof” and free from injustice in 
effecting a reduction of the commissioned 
officers of the Army. S. F. M. 





GROWN OLD IN THE SERVICE. 


Te tHe Epiror: 

I wish to express through the medium 
of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL my ap- 
preciation for the introduction in the Sen- 
ate of S. Bill 3263, by Mr. Capper. This 
bill, if it becomes a law, will affect a good 
many deserving soldiers. I know of 
many, whq for good reasons did not apply 
for appointment as warrant officer, and 
who were too old (grown old in the Ser- 
vice), or who lacked the necessary educa- 
tion to fit them for a permanent commis- 
sion, to whom the passage of said bill 
would be most welcome. For my part, I 
was not given a permanent commission, 
for some of the reasons noted above, al- 
though my lack of education was because 
I quit school before es it to serve 
my country. Now I am getting along in 
years, have no other means of getting a 
living for myself and family than in the 
Service, and realize that I have not the 
necessary pep at my age to start all over 
again and compete with the younger gen- 
eration with any hope of success. The 
passage of this bill would remove a great 
source of worry from my mind and help 
me to be a better soldier during the three 
years I still have to do before retirement, 
and I know of others in the same fix. It 











is only a matter of -plain justice as far 
as I can see and I sincerely hope that 
every effort will be made to have it become 
a law. It would be an added incentive to 
me to give the very best service of which 
I am capable, remove the fear of a partly 
dependent old age; and if Congress saw 
fit to give the same benefits to those who 
were already retired and accepted com- 
missions and then reverted to the retired 
list, I see no reason why it should not be 
extended to include us. It would make 
many of us feel that, after all, our sacri- 
fices for our country were appreciated, and 
that is a greater reward than any mone- 
tary reward could be.

FILL THE VACANCIES. 


To THe Epitror: 

May I be permitted, through your pa- 
per, to appeal to Congress in the interest 
of officers of the Army? Under the Army 
Reorganization act, June 4, 1920, emer- 
gency officers and civilians were invited to 


file applications for commissions in the 
Regular Army. In many instances appli- 
cants were requested to reconsider refusals 
of commissions which had been tendered 
them. ‘Those who did apply for and ac- 
cept commissions did so in the faith that 
the War Department would carry out in 
good faith the provisions of the act of June 
4, 1920. In reality, the act and commis- 
sions issued thereunder constitute a con- 
tract between the Government and the offi- 
cers. ‘These officers have some rights in 
the premises which should be considered 
and which, if not looked after by Congress 
voluntarily, will be disregarded and tram- 
pled under foot entirely, for no officer in 
the Army below the grade of brigadier gen- 
eral dare go before Congress with any com- 
plaint. 

The act of June 4 provides for a single 
promotion list. This has been made and 
published. In Section 24c of the act it 
is provided: “On and after July 1, 1920, 
vacancies in grades below that of briga- 
dier general shall be filled by the promo- 
tion of officers in the order in which they 
stand on the promotion list, without re- 
gard to the branches in which they are 
commissioned.” ‘There are vacancies which 
have existed for weeks and weeks and pro- 
motions have persistently been withheld. 
It has even been announced in the press 
that there are to be no more promotions 
for five months. 

All laws must be reasonably construed, 
and a fair construction of this law is that 
vacancies must be filled within a reason- 
able time. These vacancies are due to be 
filled now and in this way these officers 
who are entitled to them secure their pro- 
motions. It is a part of the contract be- 
tween the Government and the officers who 
accepted the invitation to file applications 
for commissions and who were subsequent- 
ly commissioned. 

These officers all have their friends and 
representatives in Congress and in their 
home states. Whether they ave finally 
“eliminated” from the Army or not, sim- 
ple justice and fair dealing between man 
end man demands that they be given a 
“square deal.” Where is any authority 
for withholding promotions by failing or 
refusing to fill vacancies? 

The foregoing remarks apply also to the 
Officers Elimination bill now pending be- 
fore Congress. It seems that these men 
who gave up their homes, families and 
business to answer the call of emergency 
in the World War and who afterwards ac- 
cepted the Government’s invitation to re- 
main in the permanent establishment are 
not even to be consulted in regard to the 
proposition of now discarding them, or 
how the operation is to be accomplished. 
The General Staff has not been authorized 
to speak or act for the commissioned per- 
sonnel of the Army in either of these mat- 
ters, nor does it constitute the Army of 
the United States. 

It is suggested that any officer who feels 
interested in this matter mail his copy 
properly marked to some member of Con- 
gress for his consideration. Will not some 
Senator or some Representative interest 
himself in the two subjects above discussed 
with a view to seeing that the law is com- 
plied with and that no injustice is done?

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Mr.Mondell Puts His Foot in It 


R. MONDELL, the _ majority 
leader in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, took it upon himself 


last week to charge a section of the press 
with endeavoring to create the impression 
that Congress and the President were at 
outs with each other, such being contrary 
to the truth, 

Nothing could be more unfortunate for 
Mr. Mondell than this unjust accusation 
of the press. Nothing could be more for- 
tunate for those who believe in adequate 
netional defense, which must be based on 
a proper realization of the needs and prob- 
jems of all components of all Services and 
the necessity to insure satisfactory living 
conditions to their personnel. 

The time has come for the people to 
point the true way to Mr. Mondell and all 
other Congressmen who, through igno- 
nnee, personal spite, stupid pacifism or 
wwardly and generally unjustified fear of 
plitical loss, are showing an abjectness 
inseparable from the habit of always 
‘keeping an ear to the ground.” 

If these Congressmen would the 
courage of true leadership they would be 
gided by world facts rather than by peace 
theories. They would realize and would 
declare that while the country wants econ- 
omy in the administration of its policies 
and plans for national defense, it does not 
vant and will not have disarmament. 

Mr. Mondell and others who hoped, by 
taking advantage of the very necessary de- 
sire for economy which pervadés the coun- 
try, to carry out their plans to wreck our 
national defense, have gone too far. The 
President knows it. Anyone who reads 
the editorial opinions of the press of the 
country knows it. The country may have 
ben willing to sacrifice its position as 


show 


frst naval power in exchange for the Pa- 
tifie treaties. It is not willing to main- 
tain less than the treaty navy. 

The country has accepted the amended 
National Defense act of 1920. This means 
that when Congressmen tamper with the 
land forces it is no longer a question of 
browbeating and otherwise maltreating a 
small Regular Army without voting in- 
fluence as a whole, but it is fooling with 
the political buzz-saw made up of Na- 
tional Guardsmen and Reservists, scat- 
tered throughout every Congressional dis- 
triet, steadily increasing in numbers and 
more and more in touch with the Regular 
Army. 

These active citizens are steadily find- 
ing out that practically none of their com- 
plaints against the Regular Service is 
chargeable to the American citizens who 
spend their lives as soldiers; that practi- 
cally all are chargeable to the errors of ill- 
advised Congressional legislation frequent- 
ly forced on the Service against its will. 

Mr. Mondell is becoming frightened. As 
frequently happens with an individual un- 
der the influence of fear, he took the worst 
Possible step. In accusing the press of 
being propagandists he took the step best 
calculated to lead the press to expose him. 

It is to be hoped that the same step 
will be taken by the rest of those who be- 
lieve in a cowardly policy which will leave 
the United States exposed in the world of 
to-day ; who wish to return to that state 
of unpreparedness which has always pre- 
ceded our wars in the past, and has con- 
*equently given us so many unnecessarily 
crippled men, so many unnecessary dead, 
% many unnecessary widows and father- 
less children. 

The press of the United States, like 
‘very other human institution, has its 
faults, but no better method is known to 
‘Xpose fallacy, chicanery, evil or mere po- 
litical bunk than to invite its critical in- 
Speetion. 

The Army anp Navy Journat hopes 
that the so-called National Council for 
Reduction of Armaments will be tempted 
to making the same misstep as that made 
by Mr. Mondelil. Then will the people 
cared the source of its money, the charla- 
fanism of its bulletins and how far it is 
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really authorized to represent the list of 
clubs and churches which it parades as 
backers, and how far this list camouflages 
its real weakness. 

When this becomes conmmon knowledge, 
then such influence, if any, as it may now 
have on politically cowardly Congressmen 
will disappear. 


Conference Publicity 


HE Congressional Record of March 

i 22 quotes Mr. Wickham Steed, edi- 

tor of the London Times, as say'ng 
in a recent speech : 

“The American delegates (to the 
Washington Conference) refused to 
give out any news all during the con- 
ference. They left this whole matter 
with the British publicity agent, Lord 
Riddell, and I am not giving away 
any state secrets when I say that 
when Lord Riddell left Washington 
there was general lamentation among 
the American and other correspond- 
ents, who wondered where they would 
proceed to get the real news. That 
may have been Quixotic on the part 
of the Americans, but rather than be 
under any suspicion of using their 
press to turn public opinion against 
nations with whom they may have 
had differences, they did this, and 
American delegates were absolutely 
and honorably silent.” 

This appears to be an extraordinary dis- 
closure. Why should the American people 
have been denied an American interpreta- 
tion in their own press of their own side 
cf the case? To a great extent the pro- 
ceedings of the conference were open. 
mach phase was the subject of world-wide 
public discussion. The expression of pub- 
lic opinion in each country necessarily in- 
fluenced the proposals and actions of its 
own delegates as well as those of foreign 
delegates. 

Foreign-Made Publicity 

The British press and public opinion 
freely advocated agreements favorable to 
Great Britain. The Japanese press did 
not omit any argument to advance Japa- 
nese interests, nor was it solicitous of any 
foreign interests. So it was in France 
and Italy also. But in America, the only 
medium through which the American pub- 
lic could be informed and swayed was 
placed in the power of a specially appoint- 
ed British publicity agent, the British at 
that time being allies of Japan. 

Under such conditions it seems to be a 
fair assumption that American opinion 
was likely to be formed upon incomplete 
premises, which omitted due consideration 
of American interests, while emphasizing 
the interests of our only two rivals for 
sea power. Elemental justice would ap- 
pear to entitle the American public to an 
accurate presentation of its own side of 
the case upon which to form a correct 
judgment. 

_ That the British publicity agent was not 
“Quixotic,” that. he did not avoid “any 
suspicion of using” our “press to turn 
public opinion against nations with whom 
they may have had differences” and was 
not “absolutely and honorably silent,” was 
demonstrated conclusively when the French 
put forward their perfectly reasonable 
submarine proposals, which happened’ to 
be contrary to British interests. A per- 
fect storm of protest and condemnation 
swept the American press. The American 
people were led irresistibly to believe in 
the iniquity of the French, not understand- 
ing the true elements of the case. So 
grossly was the French attitude misrepre- 
sented that the French delegation lodged 
an official protest against the British 
propaganda. Nevertheless, subsequently 
it was made to appear in our press that 
the French were responsible for the great 


failure of the conference to limit subma- 

rine and auxilairy tonnage when actually 

this responsibility rested upon the British. 
Americans Kept in Dark 

If the British publicity agent used our 
press to support the British case against 
France, it is a fair presumption that 
American interests suffered from inaecu- 
rate publicity whenever they were in con- 
flict with British interests, or even with 
the interests of Great Britain’s ally, Japan. 
Certainly, it is a fact that the American 
public fails to comprehend even now the 
extent of our recent diplomatic defeat at 
the hands of Great Britain and Japan. 
We entered the conference strong enough 
to defend American interests if threatened 
seriously in any quarter. An equitable 
limitation and reduction of naval power 
would have left us relatively as strong as 
ever. 

The impression held by the American 
publie generally is that our concessions at 
the conference were matched by corre- 
sponding concessions by other nations. 
This is not true. We emerged from the 
conference shorn of relative power. Our 
supposed resulting equality of strength 
with Great Britain is mythical merely. 
She has been restored to an undisputed 
predominance upon the sea. Similarly, 
the supposed comparative sea strength of 
5 to 3 between America and Japan is 
grossly inaccurate for operations in the 
only theater where the navies of these na- 
tions would oppose each other. For naval 
operations having in view the defense of 
the Philippines or of any other American 
interest in the Orient, the Japanese have 
a superiority of at least 2 to 1 over us. 

The impressions left upon the American 
mind by the British publicity agent still 
exert a strong influence in favor of Great 
Britain and Japan. Instead of consider- 
ing ways and means by which we might 
retrieve the eclipse of our relative sea 
power, such as, for example, the building 
of more cruisers, submarines and destroy- 
ers, and providing a surplus of naval per- 
sonnel to insure the acme of efficiency, the 
question that concerns Congress aad the 
country is whether to cut the naval per- 
sonnel in half or not quite so much. 

Any cut below the present complement 
is sure to result in less aggregate sea 
power than even the British publicity 
agent deemed to be reasonable for us. 


Senator New a National Asset 


ad een retirement of Senator New 

through political defeat in Indiana 

would be a severe blow, not only to 
the nation’s defenses, but to those who 
manned them in peace as well as in war. 
Not only on account of his military ser- 
vice, but beeause of the earnest study he 
has given problems of national defense 
since he has been a member of the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs, has Sena- 
tor New become a national asset. 

During the war Senator New was one 
of the leaders in the fight for those meas- 
ures which brought the conflict to an early 
and glorious conclusion. He showed his 
sympathy for the Army in the field by. se- 
curing the passage of the bill giving com- 
mutation for quarters to officers serving 
in the field. This was a great relief for 
temporary as well as Regular officers in 
the lower grades. Senator New has al- 
ways been a friend of the National Guard, 
participating in the framing of the Army 
Reorganization act, under which it has 
been built up since the war. At present 
he is earnestly urging sufficient appropria- 
tions for the development of the Guard 
and the Organized Reserves. 

The most gratifying feature of Senator 


New’s record since he has been in the Sen- 
ate is that he has not supported these 
measures for local political reasons, but 
because he favors sane and reasonable 
preparedness. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that the peo- 
ple of Indiana will take into consideration 
the welfare of the nation as well as local 
affairs when they decide whether such a 
man as Senator New will continue to rep- 
resent the state at Washington. 


Mr. Sisson’s Challenge 


F it is not too late, some officer of the 
World War should aceept Represen- 
tative Sisson’s challenge and run for 

Congress against him. There is no doubt 
that there are in his district many young 
men who made good in the war, any one of 
whom could fill a seat in Congress better 
in every way than does Mr, Sisson, whose 
chief claim to fame rests upon his unjust 
and uncalled for attacks upon every man 
who wore the uniform if he happened to 
have been promoted to commissioned rank. 

In his characteristic harangue, during 
the consideration of the Army Appropria- 
tion bill when National Guard items were 
under consideration, Mr. Sisson said: 

“I do not have to go to a man who has 
worn the uniform to tell me about these 
things, but if one would listen to them 
here one might imagine that the enly man 
who had a particle of judgment about what 
sort of an Army or Navy we need is an 
officer. You let a fellow serve for three or 
four months in the State Militia or the 
Army and he comes back here and poses 
as an expert on military matters. When 
one of these privates will come up here, 
one who served over in France all the time 
as a private, and begins to tell me about 
something, then I will listen to him, or if 
he goes down into my district and begins 
to run for office against me, I will get un- 
easy; but I am not uneasy about the cap- 
tains, or the majors, or the lieutenants, or 
the colonels who run against me—those 
officers who posed as being mighty experts 
on military affairs. I am not afraid of 
them politically. If a man gets above the 
grade of a colonel, then, if he carries his 
own precinct, it will be on account of home 
pride.” 

There was a time, despite Mr. Sisson’s 
defy, when Confederate colonels were al- 
most in the majority among the Con- 
gressional delegations from the Southern 
states. And they were as a rule a fine 
type of statesmen, with broad vision of 
national affairs, far beyond those of Mr. 
Sisson. In all probability, the veterans of 
the World War who live in Mississippi 
have been too busy getting back into civil 
life to go into politics. However, if Mr. 
Sisson continues to issue challenges to 
them on this line it will not be leng before 
the soldiers of the World War will demon- 
strate that they are as ready in peace to 
follow their’ officers as they were in battle. 

Furthermore, when it comes to military 
affairs, the people in general will probably 
be more willing to accept the judgment of 
the soldiers who won the war than that of 
Mr. Sisson, who did not always support 
measures urged by the Democratic admin- 
istration for speeding up the war.

DATA ON TRAINING CAMPS. 


A leaflet of information about the citi- 
zens’ training camps to be held next sum- 
mer will be issued shortly by the War De- 
partment. 

The following facts are taken from an 
advance copy of the leaflet: 

The purpose of the citizens’ military 
training camps is to furnish young Amefi- 
cans a chance to secure military training 


under favorable conditions, and to so de 
velop them physically, mentally and mor- 
ally as to increase their ability to render 
service to their country in time of need. 

Three courses of instruction will be 
held this year. They will be known as the 
red, the white, and the blue. Each course 
will be of one month duration. 

The red course is intended for those 
vho have never had military training, oF 
who desire to combine practical field 
training with training already received in 
u cadet corps or similar organization. The 
age limit is from seventeen to twenty-five 
years. All applicants must possess aver- 
age general intelligence and be of good 
moral character. The military training 
given will be confined to the simple fun- 
damentals, sufficient to qualify a gradv- 
ate for enlistment in the Organized Re 
serves. , 

The white course is the next higher 
course. It is intended for men whose mili- 
tary qualifications are equal to or greater 
than those of a graduate of the red course. 
The training given will be with a view to 
qualifying selected privates of the Regu- 
lar Army, National Guard and Organ 
Reserves for service as specialists al 
ron-commissioned officers in the Organ 
Reserves. Civilians who do not care 
enlist in any one of the three components 
of the Army of the United States may 
designated if they have had military tral 
ing in a red course or its equivalent. 
age limit is from eighteen to twenty-si 
years. However, graduates of the " 
red course will not be barred on accout 
oz age. Applicants must have a geo 
school education or its equivalent, mu 
be of good moral character and possess 
cvalities of leadership. 

Training for O.B.C. 


The blue course is the highest of the 
three courses. It has as its object the 
training of non-commissioned officers, a 
svecialists of the Regular Army, Natio 
Guard and Organized Reserves with 
view to qualifying them for service as 0% 
cers in the Officers’ Reserve Corps. Civ 
ians designated to attend the blue cours 
must have had prior military trainm™ 
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equal to that obtainable in the red and | 


white courses, The age limit is from 
nineteen to twenty-seven years. 

Educational requirements will be those 
preseribed for appointment in the Offi- 
curs’. Reserve Corps, the minimum of 
which is a high school education or its 
equivalent. Applicants must also possess 
inarked leadership ability. 

The maximum age limit for applicants 
who have had prior training in the Regu- 
lar Army, National Guard or Organized 
Reserves, especially veterans of the World 
War, is thirty-five years. 


How and Where to Apply. 


Applicants are required to make appli- 
cation upon the prescribed blank. Blank 
forms for this purpose may be secured 
from the commanding general of the corps 
erea in which the applicants reside. 

Before an application to attend a citi- 
zeps’ military training camp is accepted, 
the applicant must present certificates to 
show that he has been inoculated against 
typhoid and paratyphoid fevers. within the 
last three years, and that he has been suc- 
cessfully vaccinated against smallpox. 
Graduates of the red camp in 1921 who 
attend this year will not be required to 
present certificates, Other applicants will 
te given full instructions when furnished 
with the application blank. In any case 
they need not be obtained until notification 
of tentative acceptance is received. The 
t:me required for a complete inoculation 
is not less than two weeks; therefore, 
those who are tentatively accepted should 
lose no time. 

The War Department has arranged so 
that physical examination, inoculations 
and vaccinations will be given without 
cost by all officers of the Regular Army at 
military posts and military hospitals; by 
medical officers of the National Guard; by 
officers of the Medical Reserve Corps; by 
medical officers at Navy and Marine Corps 
recruiting stations, at U.S. Public Health 
Service stations, marine hospitals and 
ot U.S. veterans’ hospitals. 

Other Requirements. 


Applicants must certify that they are 
citizens of the United States, either native 
or foreign born, and also have a certificate 
of character signed by a _ schoolmaster, 
clergyman, priest, rabbi, officer or ex-offi- 
cer of the United States Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps or of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. Applicants under the age of eigh- 
teen years must secure the consent of 
parents, guardian or nearest relation, be- 
fore being accepted. 

Uniforms and equipment will be fur- 
nished without cost by the Government. 
While these articlessmust be returned at 
the end of the course, all or any part of 
them will be sold to candidates at a rea- 
sonable price, except arms and ammuni- 
tion, which will be sold to students of the 
white and blue courses only. 

Candidates who pay their own carfare 
te and from the ship will be repaid at the 
rate of five cents per mile for the shortest 
usually traveled route. If financially able 
to purchase a ticket to the camp, candi- 
dates are recommended to do so. How- 
ever, if they cannot, and so state on the 
application, a transportation request will 
be furnished which will be exchanged for 
a ticket at the station. and the Govern- 
ment will pay the amount actually ex- 
pended for meals during the trip at a rate 
rot exceeding $3 per day. This payment 
wili be made at the camp, but only upon 
presentation of receipts for the money ex- 
pended. 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING. 


The National executive committee of the 
Military Training Camps Association met 
on April 4 at the Harvard Club, New 
York city, to receive reports from the nine 
corps areas in regard to recruiting for the 
summer camps and to plan. its activities 
for the training season. 

The corps area reports indicate that one- 
half of the students who took the Red 
course last year already had applied for 
training in the White’ course for 1922, and 
that more than one-half who unsuccess- 
fully applied for the Red course last year 
have applied again for this year. 

The committee is planning to help the 
War Department obtain publicity far the 
camps. In some states county chairmen 
already have been appointed for this work. 

The important subject of the number of 
applicants to be obtained this year was 
carefully. considered at the meeting. It 
was the sense of the committee that appli- 
cants at least beyond fifty per cent. of the 
quota be accepted in such a manner that 
those who failed of acceptance would not 
be B. disappointed. 

The committee, considered the pending 
Army appropriation bill and authorized 
the president of the association to ap- 
point a committee to appear before the 
Senate to advocate a substantial increase 
for the reserve element of TH Army, the 
O.R.C., C.M.T.C. and R.O.T

A resolution (S. Res. 266) presented in the 
Senate by Mr. Walsh, of Massachusetts, calls 
upon the Secretary of War and the Secretary of 
the Navy to report to Congress whether or not 
it is feasible and advisable to establish a school 
of aeronautics, to be known as the United States 
Academy for Aeronautics, with buildings, 
grounds and equipment necessary for instructing 
and training cadets. The resolution was agreed 
to April 5. 

Mr. Walsh wishes a report on “whether or not 
it is practicable to use a part of the buildings 
and grounds of the U.S. Military Academy and 
of the U.S. Naval Academy for separate schools 
in aeronautics, to the end that young men de- 
sirous of qualifying for commissions in the U.S. 
Air Service may be appointed as cadets to such 
separate aeronautical schools in the same manner 
as cadets are now appointed to qualify for com- 
missions in the U.S. Army and the U.S. Navy; 
and whether or not it is feasible to take over 
one of the existing navy yards or ‘arsenals for 
the purpose of converting the same into a Gov- 
ernment plant for the development and manu- 
facture of aircraft of various kinds suitable 
for national, commercial, and defense purposes.”

Answer: As you did not complete the two 
years’ service required by law to make your 
provisional appointment a permanent one, you 
do not hold any better position than if your 
service had been in the Reserve on active duty 
or in the National Guard in Féderal service. 
You simply count your total of active duty as 
an officer for the U.S. without regard to your 
former date of provisional rank. 

J. T. asks: What date and month in 1899 
did the 6th Infantry arrive in the Philippines?

MARYLAND asks: Has the state of Arkan- 
sas authorized a state bonus, and if so what is 
the maximum amount? 

Answer: No cash bonus passed or pending. 
Has established land settlement commission. 
Inquiries should be addressed to A.G. of state. 

T. L. asks: Was commissioned second lieu- 
tenant, U.S.A., May 8, 1918, from regi:ental 
supply sergeant; honorably discharged from 
commission Oct. 1, 1920; re-enlisted Oct. 2, 
1920; am still in the Service, waiting discharge 
on 8.C.D. for disability contracted in line of 
duty while an officer. Under the Bursum bill 
as passed by the Senate will I be entitled to 
retirement under the same conditions as a dis- 
abled officer of the Regular. Army? 

Answer: Although it might require a Comp- 
troller’s decision to decide this question, it 
appears that there is no doubt that you should 
be on the same status as any other temporary 
officer of the World War if this bill becomes 
a law. 

E. B. asks: A first lieutenant has over ten 
years’ service, He also was appointed above 
second lieutenant on July 1, 1920. Does his 
base pay, according to the new pay bill, start 
with $2,400 or $2,000?

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MAJOR S. asks: Can you give some infor- 
mation as to the status ef the officers’ service 
cap! I need a new cap. I do not wish to 
spend $5 or $6 for an old style cep, and the 
wearing of the new style is suspended by War 
Department orders. There are many officers 
who would like to know what the style of 
cap is to be and when. 

Answer: Upon inquiry at the War Depart- 
ment, the Journal was informed that there is 
no prospect at present for the wearing of the 
new style cap to be authorized. It was said 
that this would likely be held up for some 
time to come. } 

J. H. W. asks: New pay bill—Lieutenant A 
commissioned above second lieutenant, with 
over five years’ service. (1) What will his 
base pay be after completion of ten years’ 
service? (2) Should he be promoted to cap- 
tain during that time what would his base pay 
be as captain, with over seventeen years’ 
service? 

Answer: 


(1) After completion of ten years’ 
service Lieutenant A's base pay would be 
$2,300. (2) His base pay as captain with over 
seventeen years’ service would be $3,750. The 
above statements are made as the bill is now 
Pending. While it is generally thought that 
the bill will pass in its present form, there is 
4 possibility of an amendment up to the time 
it goes from Congress to the President for 
signature. You do not state whether you are 
married or single. If you have dependents 
there would be a further increase in moneys 
teceived. . 

E. R. E. asks: Date of original entry into 
Service as first lieutenant, M.O.R.C., July 9, 
1917.

tain, M.A.C., Regular Army, and am serving 
in that capacity at present time. I was over 
45 years of age when I accepted the Regular 
commission in July, 1920. Answer desired: 
(1) Will I receive credit for my enlisted ser 
vice toward retirement when I retire after 30 
years of service, and what will be the rate of 
pay when I do retire? (2) Will I be given 
two and one-half rer cent. per year of my 
active service pay for each year of my com- 
missioned service? (3) Will I be required to 
serve until 64 years of age and would I then 
retire at three-fourths of my pay? (4) In 
ease I am retired, having become physically 
disqualified, what rate of pay would I receive? 


Answer: (1) Enlisted service counts for re- 
tirement. (2) Relative to this question, the 
National Defense act reads: ‘‘Any person 
originally appointed under the provisions of 


this act at at age greater than 45 years shall, 
when retired receive retired pay at rate of 
four per centum of active pay for each com- 
plete year of commissioned service in the U.S. 
Army, total to be not more than 75 per 
centum.’’ (3) Not required. May be retired 
after 30 years by rermission of the President. 
(4) Four per cent. for each year commissioned 
service. 

W. J. E.—yYour statement does not show 
that you re-enlisted within three months of 
discharge as a private, at termination of a 
completed enlistment, and vou therefore do 
not appear to have been entitled to the honus 
under the law of 1908. You are not entitled 
to the bonus provided for in the act of June 
4. 1920, as your date of re-enlistment was 
May 21, 1919. 

WONDERING.—Under the bill as is now 
pending in Congress, your pay would be $2,000 
plus subsistence allowances of $438, The gen- 
eral opinion is that the bill will pass in its 
present form, but there is a possibility that it 
may be amended.

Interesting War Books 











EXTERIOR BALLISTICS. 


The Ordnance Department of the U.S. 
has issued a new ordnance text-book, entitled 
**A Course in Exterior Ballistics,’’ which cov- 
ers all the latest ballistic problems as the 
result of experiences in the World War. 

Through a_ three-cornered correspondence 
between the Technical Staff, Ordnance Office 
(War Department). at Washington, D.C., and 
the Ordnance School of Application and the 
Ballistic Section, Aberdeen Proving Ground, 

d., a uniform symbology and nomenclature 
have been established as standard. 

The first course of instruction in these new 
ballistic methods ever given in this country 
was given at the Ordnance Scheol of Appli- 
cation in the winter of 1919-20 by Capt. Roger 
Sherman Hoar, Coast Art., U.S.A., then in 
charge of the Ballistic Section of the Proof 
Department at Aberdeen. This present book 
is based upon the papers used in that course, 
and uses the standard symbology and nomen- 
clature established as above. 

The book takes up chapters I. to IV. with 
the irreducible minimum of higher mathematics 
necessary to understand all points involved in 
the later chapters, then follow in succession: 
An introduction to modern ballistic methods 
(Chaps. V. and VI.); the computation of tra- 
jectories (Chaps. VII. and VIII.); the com- 
putation of differential corrections (Chaps. IX. 
to XV.); and the construction of range tables 
(Chap. XVI.). Alternative methods, elabora- 
tions of certain points, and a brief mention 
of the more involved mathematical processes 
necessary to the computation of anti-aircraft 
range tables are reserved for supplements. 

Each chapter is followed by a_ series of 
questions, designed to bring out the salient 
features of the chapter. The answers to most 
of these questions will be found categorically 
stated in the text, but some under each chap- 
ter will require a small degree of original 
thought on the part of the student. — 

Throughout the book the attempt is made 
to explain as much as possible from the view- 
point of physics, rather than from the view- 
point of abstract mathematics. P 

It is assumed that the student is thoroughly 
grounded in algebra and plane trigonometry, 
and knows enough calculus to appreciate the 
meaning of a derivative, a differential, and a 
definite integral.
